o W ASuINGTON, September 8th, 1858.—Hon. 
Patrick A. Collins and others, committee, 
etc. Gentlemen: In addressing to you my 
formal acceptance of the nomination to the 
presidency of the United tates, te. i thoughts 
persistently dvyell upon the impressive relation 
of such action to the American people, whose 
confidence is thus invited, and to the political 
party to which 1 belong just entering upon a 
contest for continued supremacy. 

The world does not afford a spectacle more 
sublime than isjfurnished when millions of free 
and intelligent American citizens select their 
chief magistrate,and bid one of their number 
to fiiid the highest earthly honor and a {full 
measure of public duty ina ready submission 
to their will. 

{It follows that a candidate for this high 
office can never forget that when the turmoil 
and strife which attends the election of its in- 
eumbent shall be heard no more, there must 
be, in the quiet calm which follows, a com- 
plete and 

SOLEMN SEKLY-CONSECRATION 

by the people’s chosen president of every fac- 
ultv and endeavor to the service of a confiding 
and generous nation of freemen. These 
thoughts are intensified by the light of my 
experience in the presidential office, which has 
soberly impressed me with the severe respon- 
sibilities which it imposes, while it has quick- 
ened my love for American institutions and 
taught me the priceless yalue of the trust of 
my countrymen. 3 

It is of the highest importance that those who 
administer our government should jealously 
protect and maintain the rights of American 
citizens at home and abroad, and should strive 
to achieve for our country her proper place 

among the nations of the earth ; but there is no 

people whose home interests are so great, and 
whose numerous 

ORJECTS OF DOMESTIC CONCERN 
deserve 60 much watchfulness and care. 

Among ¢hese are the regulation of a sound 

financial system suited to our needs, thus se- 

ouripg the efficient agency of national wealth 
and general prosperity; the construction and 
equipment of means of defense, to insure our 
national safety and maintain the honor be- 
neath which such national safety reposes ; the 
protection of our national domain, still stretch- 
ing beyond the needs of a country’s expansion, 
and its preservation for the settler and pioneer 
of our marvelous growth; a sensible and sin- 
cere recognition. of the value of American 
labor, leading to serupulous care and a just 
appreciation of the interests of our working- 
men; the limitation and checking of such 
monopolistie tendencies and schemes as in- 
terfere with the advantages and _ bonefits 
which the people may rightly claim; a gen- 
erous regard and care for our surviving 
and sailors, and for the 
widows and orphans. of such \ as 
have died, to the end that while 
ourgappreciation of their services and sacri- 
fices is guieckened, the application of their 
pension fund to improper cases may be pre- 

vented; protection against servile immi- 

gration which injuriously competes with our 

Jaboring men in the field of toil, and adds to 

our population an element ignorant of our in- 

stitutions and laws, impossible of assimilation 
with our people, and dangerous to our peace 
and welfare; astrictand steadfast adherence 
to the principles of civil service reform anda 
thorough execution of the laws passed for their 
enforcement, thus permitting toour people tire 
adyantages of business methods in the opera- 
tion of their government; a guaranty to our 
colored citizens of all their rights of citizen- 
ship, and their just recognition and enconur- 
agement in all things pertaining to that rela- 
tion ; a firm,patient and humane Indian policy, 
60 that, in peaceful relations with the govern- 


soldiers 


ment, the civilization of the Indians may be 


promoted, with resulting quiet and safety to 
the settlers on our frontiers; and the curtail- 
ment of public expense by the introduction of 
economical methods in every department of 
the government. 

THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM INDORSED. 

The pledges contained in the platform 
adopted by the late convention of the national 
democracy lead to the advancement of these 
objects and insure good government—the as- 
pirations of every true American citizen, and 
the motiye for every patriotic action and 
effort. In the consciousness that much has 
been done in the direction of good govern- 
ment by the present administration, and sub- 
mitting its record to the fair inspection of my 
countrymen, I indorse the platform thus pre- 
sented, with the determination that, if I am 
again called to the chief magistracy, there 
shall be a continuance of devoted endeavor to 
advance the interests of the entire country. 

Our 

SCALE OF FEDERAL TAXATION 
and its consequences. largely engrogs at this 
time the attention of citizens, and the people 
are soberiy considering the necessity of meas. 
ures of relief. 

Our government is the creation of the peo- 
ple, established to carry out their designs and 
accomplish their good. It was founded on 
justice, and was made far free, intelligent and 
Virtuous people. It is only useful when 
within their contro], and only serves them well 
when regulated and guided by their constant 
touch. It is a free government betause it 
guarantees to every American citizen unre- 
stricted personal use and enjoyment of all the 
reward of his toil and of all his income, except 
What may be his fair contribution to necessary 
public expenses. Therefore, it is not only 
right, but the duty of free people, inthe en- 
forcement of this guaranty, to insist that such 


‘®xpense should be strictly limited to actual 


pablic needs. It seems perfoctly clear that 
when the government—this instrumentality 
created and maintained by the people to do 
their bidding—turns upon them, and, through 
an utter perversion of its powers, extorts from 
their labor and capital a tribute largely in ex- 
cess of public necessities, the creature has 
rebelled against its creator and the masters are 
toblbed by their servants, 
THE COST OF THE GOVERNMENT 

Diust continue to be met by tariff daties coi- 
lected at our eustom houses upon imported 
goods, and by internal revenue taxes, assessed 
Upon spirituous and malt liquers, tobacco, and 
oleomargarine. 

I suppose it is needless to explain that all 
those duties and assessments are added to the 
Price of the articles on which they are levied, 
and thus become a tax upon all these who buy 
these articles for use and consnmption. I sup- 
Pose, too, it is well understood that the effect 

this tariff taxation is not limited te the con- 
ae ” “

imposed upon such articles permit a corres- 
ponding increase in the price to be laid npon 
domestic products of the Same kind; which 
increase raid by ali our people as consumers of 
home productions and entering every Ameri- 
can home, constitutes a form of taxation as 
certain and as inevitable as though the amount 
was annually paid into band of the tax 
gatherer. 

These results are inseparable from the plan 
we Lave adopted for the collection of our rev- 
enue by tariff duties. They are not mentioned 
to discredit the system, but by way of preface 
to the statement that every milllon of dollars 
collected at our custom houses. for duties upon 
imported articles and paid into the public 
treasury, represents many millions more, 
which, though never reaching the national 
treasury, are paid by our citizers as 
INCREASED COST OF DOMESTIC PRODUCTIONS, 
resulting from our tariff laws. 

In. these circumstances, and in view of the 
necessary effect of the operation of our plans 
for raising revenue, the absolute duty of lim- 
iting the’ rate of tariff charges to the necessi- 
ties of the frugal and economical administra- 
tion of the government, seems to be perfectly 
plain. The continuance, upon the pretext of 
meeting public expenditures, of such a scale 
of tariff taxation as draws from the substance 
of the people a sum largely in excess 
of public needs, is surely something which, 
under a government based upon justice and 
Which finds its strength and usefulness in the 
faith and trust of the people, ought not to be 
tolerated. While the heaviest burdens inci- 
dent to the necessities of the government are 
uncomplainingly borne, light burdens become 
gricvous and intolerable when not justified by 
such necessities. 

Unnecessary taxation is unjust taxation. 

And yet this is our condition. 
nually collecting at our custom houses, and 
by means of our internal revenue taxation, 
many millions in excess of all 

LEGITIMATE PUBLIC NEEDS, 

As & consequence, there now remains in the 
national treasury a surplus of more than one 
hundred and thirty millions of dollars. 

No better evidence could be furnished that 
the people are §Jexorbitantly taxed. The ex- 
tent of the superfluous of burden indicated by 
this surplus will be better appreciated when 
itis suggested that such surplus alone repre- 
sents a taxation aggregating more than one 
hundred and eigh thousand dollars in a county 
containing fiity thousand inhabitants. Taxa- 
tion has always been the feature of organized 
government hardest to reconcile with the 
peopie’s idea of freedom and happiness. When 
presented in direct form nothing will arouse 
popular discontent more quickly and _pro- 
foundly than unjust and unnecessary taxation 
Our farmers, mechanics, laborers and all our 
citizens closely scan the slightest increase in 
taxes assessed upon their lands and other 
property, and demand a good reason for such 
increase. And yet they seem to be expected, 
in some quarters, to regard the unnecessary 
volume of insidious and indirect taxation vis- 
ited upon them by our present rate of tariff 
duties with indifference if not with favor. 

The surplus revenue now remaining in the 
treasury not only furnishes conclusive proof of 
unjust taxation, but its existence constitutes a 

SEPARATE AND INDEPENDENT MENACE 
to the prosperity of the people. This vast ac- 
cumulation of idle funds represents that much 
money drawn from the circulating medium of 
the couniry which is needed in the channels of 
trade and business. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that the con- 
sequences Which follow the continual with- 
drawal! and hoarding by the government of the 
currency of the people are not of immediate im- 
portance to the mass of our citizens, and only 
concern those engaged in large financial tran- 
sactions. 

In the restless enterprise and activity which 
free and ready monty among the people pro- 
duces, is found that opportunity for labor and 
employment, that{impetus to business and 
production, which bring in their train prosper- 
ity to our citizensin every station and vyoca- 
tion. New ventures, new investments in bus- 
iness and manufacture, the construction of 
new and important works, and enlargement 
of .cnterprises already established, depend 
largely upon obtaining money upon easy terms 
with fair security, and all these things are 
stimulated by the abundant volume of circu- 
lating medium. Every harvested grain of the 
farmer remains without market, unless money 
is forthcoming for its movement and trans- 
portation to seaboard. 

The first results of scarcity of money among 
the people is the 

EXACTION OF SEVERE TERMS 

for it use. . Increasing distrust and timidity is 
followed by the.refusal to loan on any terms. 
investors refuse all risk and decline all securi- 
tages andinthe general fright money still in 
the hands of people is persistently hoarded. It 
is quite apparent that when this perfectly 
natural, if not inevitable, stage is reached, de- 
pression in all business and enterprise will, as 
necessary consequence, lessen the opportunity 
for work and employment, reduce tho salaries 
aud wages of labor. 

Instead, then, of being exempt from the in- 
fluence and effect of an immense surplus lying 
idle in the national treasury, our wage earners 
and others who rely upon their labor for sup- 
port, are most of all directly concerned in the 
situaiion. Others seeing the approach of 
danger, may provide against it, but it will find 
those depending upon their daily toil for bread 
unprepared, helpless snd defenseless. Such a 
state of affairs does not present a case of idle-

the weightiest burdens upon the people. 
Divers plans have been suggested for the re- 
turn of this accumulated surplus to the people 
and the channels of trade. Some of these de- 
vices are at variance with all rules of good 
finance; some are delusive, some are absurd 


and some betray by their reckless extravagance 
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| the extent of the present federal taxation, that, 


a3 result extreme danger exists, and that it is 
for them to demand a remedy and that defense 
and safety promised in the guarantee of their 
free government. We beiieve that the same 
means which are adopted to relieve the treas- 
ury of its present surplus and preventits recur- 
rence, should cheapen to our people, the cost 
of supplying their daily wants. Both of these 
objects we seck in part to gain by reducipg the 
present tariff rates upon the necessaries« of 
life. 

We fully appreciate the importanee to the 
country of our domestic industrial enterprises. 
In the rectification of the existing wrongs, 
their maintenance and pro-perity should care- 
fully, and ina friendly spirit, be considered. 
Even such reliance upon the present revenue 
arrangement as have been invited or enceur- 
aged should be fairly and justly regarded. 
Abrupt and radical changes which might -en- 
danger such enterprises, and injuriously affect 
the interests of labor dependent upon their 
success and countenance, are 

NOT CONTEMPLATED OR INTENDED. 

But we know the cost of our domestic man- 
ufactured products is increased and their price 
tothe consumer enhanced by the duty tm- 
posed upon the raw material used in their 
manufacture. We know that this increased 
cost prevents the sale of our productions at 
foreign markets in competition with those 
countries which have the advantage of free 
raw material. Weknow that, confined to @ 
home market, our manufacturing operations 


are curtailed, their demand for labor irregular 


and the rate of wages faid uncertain. 

We propose, tierefore, to stimulate our 
domestic industrial enterprises by freeing from 
duty the imported raw materials which, by 
the employment of labor, are used in our home 
manufactures, thus rendering the markets and 
permitting an increased and steady production 
with the allowance of abundant profits, 

True to the undeviating course of the demo- 
cratic party, we will not neglect the 
INTERESTS OF LABOR AND OUR WORKINGMEN, 

In all efforts to remedy the existing evils, 
we will furnish no excuse for the loss of em- 
ployment or the reduction of the wage of hon- 
est toil. On the contrary, we propose in any 
adjustment of our revenue laws to concede 
such encouragement and advantage to the em- 
ployers of domestic labor as will easily com- 
pensate for any difference that may exist be- 
tween the standard of wages which should be 
paid to our laboring men and the rate allowed 
in other countries. We propose, too, by ex- 
tending the markets for our manufacturers, to 
promote the steady employment of labor, 
while by cheapening the cost of the necessa- 
ries of life, we increase the purchasing power 
of the workingmen’s wages and add to the 
comforts of his home, 

And before passing from this phase of the 
question,-I am constrained to express the 
opinion that while the interests of labor should 
be always sedulously regarded in any modifica- 
tion of our tariff laws, additional and more 
direct and efficient protection to these interests 
would be afforded by the 
RESTRICTION AND PROHIBITION 

TION 

or importation of laborers from other countrieg, 
who swarm upon our shores, having no purpose 
or intent of becoming our fellow citizens, nor 
permanent interest in our country but crowd 
every field of employment with unintelligent 
labor at wages which ought not to satisfy those 
who make a claim to American citizenship. 

The platform adopted by the late national 
convention of our party contains the following 
declaration : 

Judged by democratic principles the interests of 
the peop'e are betrayed when unnecessary taxation, 
trusts and combinations are permitted and fostered 
which, while unduly enriching the few that com- 
bine. rob the body of our citizeus by depriving 
them, as purchasers, of the benefits of natural com- 
petition, 

Such combinations have always been con- 
demned by the democratic party. The de- 
claration of its national convention is sin- 
cerely made, and no member of our party will 
be found excusing the existence, or belittling 
the pernicious results of these 

DEVICES TO WRONG THE PEOPLE, 

Under various names they have been pun- 
ished by the common law for hundreds of 
years, and they have lost none of their hateful 
features because they have assumed the name 
of trusts instead of conspiracies. We believe 
that these trusts are the natural off-spring of 
a market artificially restricted ; that an inordi- 
nately high tariff, besides furnishing tempta- 
tion for their existence, enlarges the limit 
within which they may operate against the 
people, and thus increases the extent of their 
power for wrong doing. With unalterable 
hatred of all tuch schemes,we count the check- 
ing af their baleful operations among the good 
results promised by revenue reform. 

While we cannot avoid partisan misrepre- 
sentation, our position upon the question of 
revenue reform should be so plainly stated. as 
to admit of no misunderstanding. 

We have entered upon 

NO CRUSADE OF FREE TRADE. 

The reform we we seek to inaugurate is 
predicated upon the utmost care for the estab- 
lished industries and enterprises, a jealous re- 
gard forthe interests of American labor and 
the sincere desire to relieve the country from 
the injustice and danger of a condition which 
threatens evil to all the people of the land, 

Weare dealing with no imaginary danger. 
Its existence has been repeatedly confessed by 
ali political parties, and pledges of remedy 
have been made on all sides. 

Vet, when in a legislative body, where under 
the constitution al! remedial measures applica- 
ble to this subjeet must originate, the demo- 
cratic majority wereattempting with extreme 
moderation to redcem the pledge common te 
both parties, they were met by a determined 
opposition and obstruction; and the minority, 
refusing to co-operate in the house of repre- 
sentatives or propose another remedy, have 
remitted the redemption of their party pledge 
to the doubtful power of the senate. 

The people will hardly be deceived by their 
abandonment of the field of legislation to meet 
in a political convention and flippantiy declare 
in their party platform that this conservative 
and careful effort to relieve the situation is

They propose further,to release entirely from 
import duties all foreign production (except 
luxuries) the like of which can not be pro- 
duced in this country. The plain people of 
the land and the poor, who scarcely use arti- 
cies ofany description produced exclusively 
abroad and not already free, will find it 
difficult to discover where their inter- 
ests are benefitted in this proposition. They 
need in their homes cheaner domestic neces- 
aries and this seems to be entirely unprovided 
for in this proposed scheme to serve the coun- 
try.

The implication contained in this party dec- 
laration that desperate measures are justified 
or necessary to save from destruction or sur- 
| render whatis termed our protective system 
should confuse no one. The existence of su¢h 
a system is entirely consistent with the reguia- 
tion of extent to which it should be applied, 
and correction of its abuses. Of course in a 
country as large as ours, with such a wonderful 
variety of interests, often leading in entirely 
different direction, it is difficuit,if not impossi- 
ble, to settie upon a_ perfect tariff plan. 
Butin accomplishing the reform we. have 
entered upon the necessity which is obvious 
I believe we should not be content with the 
reduction of revenue involving the prohibition 
of importations and the removal of the inter- 
nal tax upon whisky. It can be better and 
more safely done within the lines of grant- 
ing actual relief to the people in their means 
of living, and at the same time giving an 

IMPETUS TO OUR DOMESTIC ENTERPRISES 
and furthering our national welfare. 

If misrepresentations of our purposes and 
motives are to gain crédence and defeat our 
present effort in this direction, there seems to 
be no reason why every endeavor inthe future 
to accomplish revenue reform should net be 
likewise attacked, and with like result. 

And yetno thoughtful man can fail to see 
inthe continuance of the present burdens of 
the people, and the abstraction by government 
of the currency of the country, inevitable dis- 
tress-and disaster. All danger will be averted 
by timely action. The ditficulty of applying 
the remedy will nover be less, and the blame 
should not laid at the door of the democratic 
party if it\is applied too late. 

With firm faith in-the intelligence and pa- 
triotism of our countrymen, and relying upon 
the conviction that m‘srepresentation will not 
influence them, prejudice will not cloud their 
understanding, and that menace will not in- 
timidate them, let us urge the peoples interest 
and public duty for the vindication of our at- 
tempt to inaugurate a righteous and beneficent 
reform. }.

THE FEELING IN CHINATOWN. 


What Will be Done in Case the Exclusion 
Bill Becomes a Law. 

SAn Francisco, Cal., September 9.—The 
prospects of the exclusion bill becoming a 
law is causing great excitement in Chinatown, 
particularly among the 5,000 or 6,000 ‘‘prior 
residents” who are roaming the streets pending 
their examination in the federal courts as to 
their right to remain here. 

The “prior residents’’ have not been legally 
landed, yet though they are at present enjoy- 
ing the same freedom of the country that any 
native born American does. Should the ex- 
clusion bill become an absolute law, however, 
this great army of impostors will have to be 
gathered up, if possible, ana returned to China, 
or else forfeit their bail money. Should the 
Chinese refuse to give themselves up. there 
will be a very heavy lossto the bondsmen; 
that is. if the bondsmen can be found. 

Putting the number of ‘prior residents’’ who 
aregt present out on bail at 5,000, the amount 
of money coming to the government by their 
non-appearance would be something like 
$7,500,000. Butitis believed by many of the

JACKSUNVILLE, Fla., September 9.—[Spe- 
cial.}—The wind has been blowing a gale for 
several hours this nrorning. The sky ia dull 
ard gray, and the day positively cold.

The opiniors of physicians and old nurses, 
have lost somewhat in weight duriug the past 
month. No two agrecs upon any symptom or 
phase of the disease, or upon conditions fa- 
vorable or unfavorable, to its increase, fatality 
or cure. Only this morning THe ConsTITuU- 
TION’s correspondent asked a leading practi- 
tioner if the sun coming out bright and hot 
after a heavy rain and gale would tend to 
develop new eases, and his reply was: 

“Yes, we may expect a big crop as soon as 
the next warm day comes.” 

Another physician, asked the same question, 
answered: ‘No, this rain and cold wind have 
cleared and ehanged the atmosphere. This is 
favorable to both the sick and the well.”’ 

Despite this wide divergency of views, all 

DOCTORS ARE WORKING HEROICALLY 
and self-sacrificing with the sick, and the 
wonder is that more of them have not already 
fallen victims to the disease. 

The death of Dr. W. N. Lafard was a pecu- 
liarly sad one. He feli in the front ranks, 
while nobly doing his duty. Dr. Leonard was 
taken sick on the morning of the 5th inst., but 


_madethe rounds of professional calls until 


compelled to yield, and died yesterday after- 
noon at 5 o’clock. Dr. Leonard has beena 
resident of this city for the past three years, 
during which time he hada host of friends 
and built up a very handsome practice. He 
will be greatly missed in the community, 
especially by those who knew him as a modest, 
quiet, unobtrusive gentleman, and was a 
skilled physician. 

Dr. Fernandez is reported as very much im- 
proved today, and Dr. Stollenwerck was seen 
riding in his buggy thisforenoon. No other 
physicians are teported sick, with the excep- 
tion of Dr. Bottes, and everybody wonders at 
their immunity from disease so far. 

Today several drug clerks are reported as 
sick, and some with symptoms of yellow fever, 
but more from overwork loss of sleep. 
While up to the present time all of the drug- 
stores in the city have kept openand have 
served the public well, it begins to look as if 
the establishment of a government dispensary 
would ere long be indispensible. 

THE QUESTION OF DEPOPULATION. 

The question of depopulation is far from a 
settlement; in fact, it grows more complicated 
daily. Itisa popular notion that the reason 
for the colored people’s desire to remain here 
is the fact that they will be maintained 
at the public expense. This is to a 
large degree erroneous. The colored 
people of Jacksonville are for the 
most part a hard-working, thrifty, independent 
class. Many of them own little lots of land 
and frame houses, and naturally the idea of 
leaving their possessions behind in care of no 
one strikes the:n unfavorably. There are per- 
haps one thousand colored draymenin Jack- 
sonville, whose chief incomeis carting mer- 
chandise. AJl traffic and business is stopped; 
these men find themselves with mules on 
their hands to keep as well as families to pro- 
vide for, and they natggally ask: “Shall we 
leave our animals to die, our homes to be pil- 
laged, and take up our residence at a distance 
where the chances of earning a living among 
strangers is perhaps no better than here at 
present ?”’ 

This is why it happens that of the ten thou- 
sand and more colored people in the city only 
a handfull express a willingness to leave their 
homes, and these may be set downas the 
shiftless class who prefer anything to 
asteady home and habits. Charging the col- 
ored people with selfishness in wishing to 
stay in this cityisrank injustice. The same mo- 
tives actuate them as control the whites in the 
main, only, of course, comparatively few of 
them have the means to go like the latter. 
The number of people who have means to 
leave the eity, and who are also desirousof 
doing so, has been largely overestimated. 
One great cause of this is the fact that there 
are hundreds of families here whose heads are 
compelled from both private and public con- 
siderations to stay, and their wives and chil- 
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REFUSE TO BE SEPARATED 
from them. Then there is a large class at 
present employed, and which, perhaps, has a 
little money saved up, enough to take them 
one thousand or fifteen hundred miles from 
here and keep them for a few weeks, but after 
that what? 

Strangers do not secure work easily, and 
many of this class have no friends or relatives 
away from here with whom they can find re- 
fuge. From a _ closé observation of 
the situation THe CONSTITUTION  fre- 
porter is forced to hold the opinion 
that were regular daily trains put 
on from the city to northern points via Atlanta 
and the Atlantic Coast line, not over twenty- 
five paying passengers could leave the city 
daily in the next thirty days. Possibly for the 
first few days from 75 to 100 might go daily, 
but after that the exodus would hardly pay 
the running expenses of the trains. 

And this brings up the question of applying 
a part of the funds, now being so generously 
contributed, to paying passages for people una- 
ble to doso themselves. There is a loud clamor 
among the respectable classes, upon whom the 
burden of the present depression falls most 
heavily, that money or tickets be furnished 
therm at once for this purpose. 

NURSES COMING IN. 

Only 14 nurseg arrived here on train from 
New Orleans last night. Eight men were sent 
to Sandhills, two to St. Luke’s and balance 
(four) refused to go to St. Luke's as ordered. 
Dr. Mitchell therefore gave thein notice that 
neither board of health nor auxiliary associa- 
tion would have anything to do with them. 
They said ‘We want $4 per day and can get 
it too by private employment as nurses.”’ 

The price agreed upon was 83 per day and 
free transportation. These foura man and 
his wife, and another man and woman after 
accepting free transportation have thus 
struck for higher pay—even before they had 
left the depot.

But the Average Young Lady 
Does Not Wantit, 


Shop Situations Preferred to Standing Up to 
a Bpindle -Books that Should be 
Withdrawn From Sale. 


BAVANNAH, Ga., September 9,—[{Special.J— 
The purchase by Captain John Flannery of 
the old Arkwright cotton factory, which had 
been idle for several montis, has developed 
the fact that labor is scarce in the line needed 
by spindles. That is, work must be plentful. 
Bavanuah girls do not take to factory work. 
They would rather clerk for a pittance than 
gointo the occupation of an artisan. The 
English prejudice has either been transmitted 
or assigned.

Energy of its Citizens—Houses Being Built— 
New Hotel Facilities, 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., September 9.—[Special.] 
The absence of your correspondent from 
home has prevented him from giving to the 
public lately, through Tue Constitution, the 
news from this city and section to which it 
is entitled. Judging from Thomasville’s 
reat popularity as a Winter resort, and 
he thousands that regularly flock here

which ho likewise publishes as facts, he is 
welcome to them, though it would be more 
just for him to give them as opinions.

SUNDAY IN MACON. 


News of Interest From the Cen- 
tral City. 


The Rains and the Railroad Whashouts— 
Mickeljohn’s Return—Personal 
Notes of Interest. 


Macon, Ga., September 9.—[Special.]—Ma- 
con was visited today by a heavy rain and 
severe wind. The waters began to pour before 
day and continued almost without cessation 
until about four o’clock this afternoon. The 
streets are flooded with great sheets of water, 
the sewers being unable to carry off the mighty 
volumes that fell. The severest 
part of the wind occurred about 
half past two o’clock this afternoon, and quite 
a number of trees, fences, posts, wires, etc., 
were blown down in differont parts of the city. 
So much rain fell that the ground was rel- 
dered very moist ‘and tne roots could not 
hold firm enough to resist the strong blow of 
wind. Several large trees rightin the heart 
of the city were uprooted and fell with a loud 
crash. 

The river is rising rapidly, and, while it has 
not yet reached the proportions of a freshet, it 
will dosoif the rains continue and if they 
have been as heavy above Macon as they were 
here. It is feared that the fine fields of grow- 
ing crops in the swamp land below the city 
will become inundated and ruined. Some 
cf the corn crops are the most elegant 
in the state, sone fields hav- 
ing a calculated yield of one hundred 
bushels to the acre, and great indeed would be 
the loss if these fields should be inundated. 
Parties from the country say the rains are do- 
ing considerable damage to the crop, and un- 
less the rains cease irretrievable injury will be 
done to cotton. Much of the fleecy staple is 
now open and the bad weather will materially 
injure the sample. Cotton is also sprouting in 
the bolls, and the farmers feel gloomy. 

In some places in the city the water over- 
flowed the side walks,making them impassable. 
Quite a number of signs were blown down, 
including a large portion of the sign on the 
Edgerton house. 

The train from Savannah, due here at 1:40 
p. m.,ranfor about a mile, near Tennille, 
through water up to the car step. 


BACK TO MACON, 


Mickeljohn is Taken There to Answer to & 
Charge of Forgery. 

Macon, Ga., September 9.—[Special.]— 
Deputy Sheriff Mosely arrived tonight from 
Florida with Frank Mickeljolin, who is under 
one thousand dollars bond to answer to a charge 
of forgery on the Exchange bank. 

A. J. Adamson, Mickeljohn’s bondsman and 
father-In-law, fearing Micklejohn would jump 
the bond, sent Mosely for him. 

Mickeljohn was sentenced to one year in the 

Florida penitentiary for committing forgery on 
a furniture dealer in Jacksonville. Owing to 
hisextreme good behavior in the peniten- 
tiary, he was allowed five days each month of 
imprisonment, which reduced his term of sen- 
tence fifty days, making the confinement 
in the penitentiary ten months and ten days. 
The last five months he was a trusty and did 
10t wear irons. Being a machinist, he made 
machinery for the starch factory, where the 
convict camp is situated, twelve miles from 
Live Oak. He was given a plendid recom- 
mendation as a model prisoner, 

Mickeljolhn’s term would have expired to- 
morrow, but Mosely was allowed to take him 
yesterday. Mosely says Mickeljohn came 
without any trouble. He did not handcuff or 
chain him en route. Saturday night at Thom- 
asville Mosely and Mickeljohn slept in the 
same bed handcufied togetiier. 

Reaching Macon, Mickeljohn was locked in 
jail. He looks very well—is dressed nicely, 
the same suit he wore when senttothe Florida 
penitenfiary. He says he will not be convicted 
on the trial in Macon. Mickeljohn is well con- 
nected—has a pretty wife in Macon. His father 
lives in Atlanta.

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A RAPID RISE AT AUGUSTA. 


Indications of a Freshet—The Damage to 
Crops and Railroads. 

AvcGustTa, Ga., September 9.—[ Special, ]—It 
has been raining almost constantly in Augusta 
all day, and the gloomy weather of the past 
weck seems good for the week tocome. The 
damage to crops will be very great, and the 
farmers are quite blue at the outlook. 

The river continued falling until 2 o’clock 
this afternoon, and had receded from twenty- 
eight feet to twenty-one, but at that time it 
began to rise again, and has risen steadily 
since. Tho result depends entirely upon the 
rains up the country. If they continue in the 
up country as they have here the outlook is for 
very high water again. Washoutsare reported 
on the main line of Georgia railroad above 
Barnett and on the Washington branch. The 
fast train due here at 8 o’clock tonight has not 
yet arrived. - A special has gone to the scene 
carrying officers of the road. The Atlanta 
night train left at 11 o’clock on schedule time 
and if the break has mt been repaired by the 
time it reaches the scene the passengers will 
probably be transferred. 

At midnight the river is rising rapidly and 
all the indications are for very high water. 
About 4o0’clock this evening the river measured 
twenty-two,foct,at five twenty-two fee! and six 
inches, at six, 23 feet. at.nine, twenty-three 
feet and six inches, at eight, twenty-four 
feet and three inches, at nine, twenty-five feet 
seven inches, at ten twenty-six feet ten inc hes 
at eleven, twenty-seven feet nine inches, at 
twelve, twenty-eight feet nine inches. 

_ This is a wonderful rate of increase and the 
river is rushing on at a terrific speed. Unless 
the fall comes seon there is every indication of 
a genuine freshet.

day with great violence, uprooting trees and 
destroying fences. The damage to the cotton 
crop now in the field is estimaved at 25 per 
cent, corn likewise and perhaps mére seriously 
injured.

NORTH CAROLINA’S STORMS, 


Effect Upon Cotton and Tobacco—Railroad 
Washouts Keported, 

Raveian, N. C.. September 9.—{Special.J— 
Owing to heavy rains which have prevailed for 
eight days, the streams are very high. Cape 
Fear river, at Fayetteville, is twenty feet 
above low water mark. The Yadkin and 
Catawa are also very high. Some corn along 
the streams is covered. On the Carolina Con- 
tinental, six miles beyond Shelby, one hundred 
feet of embankment at the trestle over the 
Beaverdam creek has been washed away. No 
trains are running from Shelby to Rutherford- 
ton. A large force is working day and night 
in replacing the embankment and repairing 
the track, and by Monday trains will be run- 
ning through, 

THE WHATARR BULLETIN. 

The following bulletin of the North Carolina 
weather service for this week was issued this 
evening: 

The rainfall for all districts has been considerably 
above the average, with injurious effect upon the 
crops. Much damageis thouzht to have been done 
to cotton in the eastern districts, Rainfalls are re- 
ported: Deepin county, of 7.25 inches; Richmond 
county, 7.50 laches; in Upion county, 6.11 inches, 

The tempera ure aud sunshine have been below 
the average, and the effect upon crops was unfavor- 
able. The report for Durham in tobacco is that the 
farmers are just beginning to cure tobacco, and have 
poor success. The report from Richmond county 
is that eotton is very much damaged. The report 
from Stokes county is that tobacco will take second 
growth and ripen green and rough, 
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COTTON IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


The Farmers Still Holding Out But Indica- 
tions that the Trust Will Win. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., September 9.—[Special. ] 
All the rivers of South Carolina are on a boom 
and the crop prospect has been seriously im- 
paired. Heavy rains all over the state have 
delayed the harvesting of the rice and cotfon 
crops 7nd the corn and cotton on the river 
lands, the richest and most productive in the 
state, have been either destroyed or seriously 
damaged. 

The cotton movement is very slow in this 
state. A good mahy planters are holding back 
their cotton in the vain hope of getting some 
relief from the exaction of the jute bagging 
trust, but thus far no available substitute 
has appeared. The action of the national 
beard of marine underwriters, communicated 
tothe New York cotton exchange on the 7th 
in which thetr former announce that they will 
“make no discrimination against cotton 
covered by any light weight close woven ma- 
terial os reasonable strength.”’ is received with 
many expressions of gratitude but it is teared 
that even this will give very little relief. 

The objection of all substitutes that have 
been offered for jute bagging is that none of 
them willstand the test of the compress. 
About four-fifths of the cotton raised in this 
state is intended for shipment to foreign parts, 
and the vessels will not receive it unless the 
bales are compressed, the freight charges be- 
ing so much per bale. <A vessel that can take 
five thousand bales of compressed cotton, 
could not stow more than two thousand bales 
of uncompressed cotton. 

Freight room is scarce here, and rates have 
gone up to 13,52, a considerable rise, 
which adds to the difficulties of the situation. 

Some of the largest dealers are advising 
their correspondents to use jute bagging and 
hurry their cotton to the achat before the in- 
evitable tumble in prices whichis expected 
shortly. 


Killed by a Dummy.

HE SHOT HIS SWEETHEART 


And Then Fired Two Bullets at His Own 
Heart. 

EvizanetH, Ills., September 9.—{|Special]— 
For several years John Server has been paying 
his attentions to Miss Joe Ferrel, daughter of 
Captain J. S. Ferrell,a well known and highly 
respected citizen of this place. His suit was 


distasteful to the parents of Miss Ferrell, and. 


they have done everything ina quiet way to 
alienate them. A few months ago they sent 
her to relatives at Metropolis, ills,as ameans of 
separating them. She remained until yester- 
day evening and then returned home. She 
accepted Server’s compag last evening and 
they started for her home. They got just be- 
yond the town limits when five pistol shots 
were heard in rapid succession. 

Hurrying to the spot from whence the shots 
came, both bodies were found by the roadside, 
each weltering in its-own blood. 

The unfortunate girl had been shot twice, 
the first bal] taking effect in the back just 
midway between thé shoulders, and the other 
in the muscle of the left arm. She was suffer- 
ing terribly, while afew feet away from her 
lay the body of Server, his eyes closed as if 
in death. 

By his hand lay a 38-calibre American bull- 
dog with which he had just sent two bullets 
crushing through his body just below his heart. 
He was conscious but very weak, and in an- 
swer to a question. stated that he had nothing 
tosay. A few moments after the father of 
Miss Ferrell came riding up with a double- 
barrel shotgun, and was in the act of emptying 
its contents into the helpless and dying body 
of Server, when it was wrenched from his 
hands. 

Server was carried to the residence of his 
brother and is now rapidly growing weaker. 
He cannot recover. Miss Ferrell was con- 
veyed to her home, and while the wounds are 
serious it is thought that there is some chance 
of recovery. 

An old colored man witnessed the 
tragedy from a distance. -He says that when 
they passed him they were quarrcling, and 
after going a short distance further he saw her 
start to run and heard her scream. A moment 
later he heard the shots. Three of them were 
fired at her, one missing and two taking effect, 
as above stated. The last two were aimed at 
his own heart and missed the mark about one 
inch.

Particular stress is laid upon the policy 
of the party in the matter of a judicious 
reform of the tariff laws, and of the re- 
striction of servile immigration. _ The 
president explains his views with a sim- 
plicity which carries his meaning straight 
te the understanding of every reader, yet 
with a clearfi which is the envy of 
statesmen.

The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
gays that for the week ending last Friday 
evening, the total receipts have reached 39,- 
164 bales, against 23,639 bales last week, 
18,517 bales the previous week and 19,449 
bales three weeks since, 
ecipts since the Ist of Septemper, 1888, 39,- 
164 bales, against 100,056 for the same pe- 
riod of 1887, shuwing a decrease since Sep- 
tember 1, 1888, of 61,792 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
21,565 bales, of which 14,848 were to Great 
Britain, 4,503 to France and 2,214 to the 
rest of the continent. The total sales for 

- forward delivery for the week are 505,100 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up this week 9,111 bales, includ- 
{ng 6,287 for export, 2,824 for conumption. 

There has been a decrease in ‘the cotton 
in sight of 355,568 bales as compared with 
the same date of 1557, a decrease of 257,103 
bales as compared with the corresponding 
date of 1886 and a decrease of 288,007 bales 
as compared with 1885. 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 303 bales and are 12,773 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
18,743 bales less than the same week last 

‘year, and since September 1 the receipts at 
all the towns are 38.500 bales less than for 
the same time in 1887. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, are 41,837 bales; 
fn 1887 were 111,880 bales; in 18848 were 
66,041 bales. Although the receipts at the 
outports the past week were 39,164 bales, 
the actual movement from plantations was 
41,837 bales, the balanee going to increase 
the stocks at the interior towns. Last year 
the receipts from the plantations for the 
Same weck were 06,398 bales and for 1886 
they were 47,019 bales.

The Old Story of Genius and Talent. 

An item of gossip in Current Literature 
states that Bret Harte has decided to spend 
the remainder of his daysin London. 

Mr. Harte’s career started out full of 
promise, but it has disappointed his ad- 
mirers. The novelist made a mistake when 
he went east. He made another mistake 
when he drew money for his work in ad- 
vance and plunged into debt. The consul- 
ship at Glasgow was given to him, and he 
had an opportunity of getting square with 
the world, but he neglected his duties and 
lived most of his time in London. He 
still writes, and his work commands good 
prices, but he is livingon credit, and will 
run this schedule until he dies, when he 
will leave his family totally unprovided for. 

A few weeks ago another novelist named 
Roe died at his home on the Hudson. His 
pen had always earned him a comfortable 
living, and he had never beenin debt. At 
his death he left a large estate to his widow 
and children. 

Harte isa genius; Roe was a man of 
talent. From the first Harte was told by 
the reviewers and by his readers that he 
wasaman of genius. Nothing soinspiring 
and encouraging was ever said to Roe. His 
critics doubted whether his work deserved to 
be ranked underthe head of literature. His 


spark of genius. 

These two men began writing about the 
same time. There was a furore over Harte, 
but there wasnone over Roe. Everybody 
predicted fame and fortune for the former, 
but nobody thought that the latter would 
ever accomplish much. 

The brilliant genius went on sparkling 
and coruscating ina fitful way, to the ad- 
miration ef the wondering crowd, and at 
the end of twenty years he is not as well 
off as he was at the start. The man of 
plodding talent made his way so quietly 
that people have not awakened to the fact 
until recently that his readers are numbered 
by hundreds of thousands, and that his 
pen brought him a fortune. 

It is not in literature alone that we see 
this wide difference in the achievements of 
genius and talent—it is everywhere, in 
every profession and occupation: Genius 
is a dazzling thing, but it wont plod. Tal- 
ent is forced to plod or get left, and so with 
the instinct of self-preservation it yenerally 
plods. Genius starts out a petted darling, 
and ends by dodging the bailiffs and dying 
in the poor house, while talent raisesa 
monument in its honor and pays the bill out 
of its well filled pocket. 

It is anold story, but it is strikingly re- 
peated in the lives of Bret Harte and Ed- 
ward P. Roe.

Whipping the Bagging Trust. 

We offer no excuse for the space we have 
already devoted and that we will continue 
to devote to the cotton-bugging question. 

It is one of the most important questions 
that has ever been discussed in the south, 
and is a matter of vital importance to our 
farmers. It is necessary for the farmers and 
those who represent them to be as active 
and as aggressive as the jute bagging trust. 
There is a good deal to be accomplished by 
the hammering process, and this is Tne 
CONSTITUTIONS way. Knock, peg and 
hammer. ‘This is the way the world moves. 
Whatever of importance is accomplished is 
the result of a struggle. If the trust is to 
be whipped out, it must be fought, and Tus 
CONSTITUTION proposes to fight it even at 
the risk of monotony. 

On one issue the trust has been badly 
whipped. Its agents gave out the informa- 
tion some time ago that the insurance com- 
panies would refuse to take risks on cotton 
that was not covered in the regulation way— 
that is to say, with jute bagging.

THE CoNsTITUTION sa}s now what it has 
said all the time, that the farmers, by con- 
certed action, can whip the bagging trust, 
and it is more important that they should 
do this now than to get their bagging as 
cheaply as they got it last year. 

At the same time, it isthe duty of every 
farmer to promptly meet his obligations. To 
embarrass his factor or commission merchant 
would cause more trouble than the success 
of the bagging trust. But these obligations 
can be met, and the cotton that is brought 
to market for that purpose will not interfere 
with the plans and desires of those whg are 
anxious tosee the trust laid out. A very 
small portion of the crop is necessary to 
meet these obligations. 

This can be marketed promptly, and then 
when the pobbers who have charge of the 
trust discover that they are to be beaten, 
they will make an effort to surrender. 
Tur CONSTITUTION believes, however, that 
the time has come for the farmers to. make 
a change in the covering for their cotton. 
Jute bagging is only relatively cheap. It 
results in high insurance rates, and, as com- 
pared with burlaps, cotton duck, or osna- 
burgs, it is very dear even at the old prices. 
The farmers should think of these things.

“I pity you chaps,’’ he remarked in the 
course of his promenade; ‘‘especially youc haps 
that have never traveled. There is nothing 
more invigorating than an occasional journey. 
It is as good as a dose of calomel; it relieves 
bilousness and causes a heaithy glow to suffuse 
the cuticle. Of course, I knew that you would 
say that I was using big words, but 
big words, let me tell you, al- 
ways mean something, and even if they 
should happen to mean nothing in particular, 
they help a man to realize the fact_ that a tour 
to Salt Springs issomething of an event. For 
my part, I have never seen the new capitol, 
that is said to be in course of erection on the 
other side of town. I expect to see it, of 
course, for I makeit a point to see everything; 
but why should [I see it in an 
incompleted condition? There is no reason in

There is the same hollow place in the stom- 
ach, the same restlessness, the same uneasi- 
ness, the same distress of mind. :

You take me out of my surroundings and P’m 
one of the lost children of Israel, and all the 
money in the world wouldn’t make me feel at 
home. You see thero are some men in the 
world—a very few, I am afraid—who have the 
instinct of the homing pigeon. The flutter- 
ings of that little bird ought to be a tremendous 
example in this day, and the rich men of this 
generation are making a plaything of them. 

“What we needis more homing men and 
women—men and women who will hurry 
home and stay there. Of course, Il am going 
tothe Chautauqua, andI will enjoy it, no 
doubt; but behind allthe enjoyment will be 
the misery of being away from home,”’ 

So saying, the Old Colonel marched away to 
the depot.

The Oldest Engineer. 

Th last number of the Railway Age has an 
interesting sketch of the life of Henry G. Raworth, 
now living in Augusta, Georgia, The Age says 
that Mr. Raworth is the oldest locomotive engineer 
now living. He was born December 16, 1511. In 
Charleston, South Carolina,and from 1804 until 
August, 1885, he was continuously in.servtce a8 & 
locomotive engineer. At that time his 
eyes partially failed him, and he stepped from the 
footboard of his engine to spend the remainder of 
his days in quiet. His long term of service was upon 
the South Carolina ratlroad, and he has seen the 
pioneer locomotive of his younger days develop into 
the marvellous mechanism of the modern railway 
engine. He is certainly a veteran and his reminis- 
cences of the early days of steam power on railroads 
should certainly prove interesting to the present 
generation of engineers.

One extended from the 
basement up by the organ upstairs to the 
ceiling. 

In several other ‘places upestairs the walls 
were sprung away-from the window frames 4 
half to three-quarters of an inch. 

There was a crack in the cross-wall back of 
the pulpit platform and this showed that the 
side walls were sprung apart. 

‘““What do you think of it?’”’ said a member 
to one of the deacons. 

“T think it would be dangerous to puta large 
crowd in here,’’ said he. 

Another prominent member of the church 
said: ‘‘We cannot close our eyes to the 
fact that the building is unsafe. I think the 
church ought to know it, and I think we 
would be morally and legally responsible if we 
kept it from them.”’ 

here were other remarks on this line by 
séveral of the deacons and leading members, 
and there is hardly any doubt that the ap- 
pearance of these cracks in the walls will 
bring about an early and active movement by 
the building committee. 

‘the Second Baptist congregation is 
well able to build a church, and 
members of the building committee say that, 
if a new house of worship is erected, it will be 
such aoneas will honor the cause. It is 
thought that the congregation would not stop 
short of an expenditure of seventy-five thous- 
and dollars. 

At any rate, someting will have to be done, 
for the weakness of the building forces itself 
upon the attention of the congregation. 


Second Baptist Church,

For this 
kindness we must insist upon thanking THE Con- 
STITUTION, notwithstonding the protest of that 
brilliant contemporary that it needs no thauks for 
doing its duty. 

Having reached the Atlanta publicin the most 
satisfactory manner with this reasonabic complaint, 
there is no particular reason why we should bandy 
words with THE CONSTITUTION any more than there 
is reasou for ourserious mental disturbance over 
THE CONSTITUTION’S expressed opinion of the wis- 
dom of our editorial comment. A word or so, how- 
ever, in a pleasant way, may be appropriate to the 
incident. 

There is a great deal of unkindness and injustice 
observab!e in the comments of southern cities upon 
each other. Particularly since the advent of this 
industrial era has it grown to be the custom for one 
bright, growingand prosperous city to fall into the 
tempting error cf supposing its own continued 
growth and prosperity can best be maintained by 
vigorous criticism of real or imaginary- disad- 
vantages in some growing city adjacent t» it. 
Whenever the newcomer pausesin his southward 
flight to take an observation, this spirit all too fre- 
wr becomes rampant and easily overreaches 
itself. 

Now the Tribune can say briefly and with abso- 
lute sincerity that Rome is freer from this spirit 
than any cityin the whole country. In a@ career 
which has touched many points ot residence, the 
editor has never in his life seen any place in which 
there was so little criticism or defamation of other 
cities as in Rome. We are too busy growing here to 
begru‘ige the splendid prosperity of any other town, 
and the stranger wio tarries here and goes hence, 
gous Without a single unv orthy prejudice sown in 
his ear. Rome, in ail its elements of citizenship, is 
so free from this spirit of jealous criticism, that it is 
entitled to expect fair treatment from other cities, 
and most of ailfrom Atlanta, upon which it_has 
poured its rich volume oftrade in days past, and 
toward which it has, both in time past and time 
present, entertained and expressed the most cordtfal 
admiration and respect. 

We still insist, and. are prepared to prove, that 
Rome has not received this treatment froma great 
number of people in Atlanta, If only one instance 
had come to our notice, orlionly a half dozen had 
been reported within the year, the Tribune would 
cheerfully have refrained from comment. But 
when these authentie instances of misrepresenta- 
tion, come, as they have come by the hundred, and 
are traceable to widely separate parties in Atlanta, 
the Tribune finds it high time to speak, and upon 
this line it will speak in tones of increasing em- 
phasis as occasion may demand, Atlanta is too in- 
tluential a cliy and too great a center, as Georgia’s 
capital, to speak in disparagement of Rome without 
serious damage to Rome, and the Tribune, as 
Kome’s champion and defender, is ever in the lists 
and ready to break a spear with the best of them in 
the detense of this autiful metropolis of the 
mountains 

But iet us hope there will be no further need of 
wraugling. We have made ourcomplaint, and it 
has gone directly hom:. We prefer to believe thet 
Atlanta people, all of them, will in the- future deal 
only inthe kind words and favorable commenis 
which we delight here to pass upon the eity that 
they deservedly love. The people of Rome, and 
the editor of the Tribune especially, love Atlanta. 
They love her hervic past, her noble present and 
the future foreshadowed vy her magnificent and 
harmonious energies. They are proud of Tug Con- 
STITUTION, the Journal, the statehouse, the Hi 
Kimballand thecarshed. If Atlanta will be fair 
with us, Rome will roll down upon her, trom these 
generous mountains, many a golden sheaf from the 
harvest of our prosperity, and many a silver shower 
in the interchange of trade. 

As a per‘ect'y fair journal, we publish in fuilupon 
ths page THE CONSTITUTION s editorial to which this 
isauswer.

THE GEORGIA CENTRAL 


Its Prosperity Under General 
_ Alexander’s Management. 


a ere 


A Report for the Ten Months’ Ending June 
30th, 1883—The Important: Work 
of the Year—Other Points, 


From the New York Financial Chronicle. 

The Georgia Central has always occupied a 
leading position among southern railroads, 
but since the property has again been placed 
under General Alexander’s management, and 
northern parties have become interested in it, 
the road occupies a more conspicuously promi- 
nent position than before, and its affairs are 
being watched with the closest attention. The 
company’s fiscal year has heretofore ended 
August 31, but under the interstate law a 
report for the twelve months ended Jane 30 
is required, so it has been determined to make 
the fiscal year conform to the same period, 
and a report for the ten months ending June 
30, 1888, is now furnished. President Alexan- 
der’s remarks on the results for -this period 
will be found vety interesting. The new 
arrangement has one other advantage besides 
avoiding the necessity for making two distinct 
reports—it enables the managers to complete 
the work, necessarily very great, of preparing 
their report before the active season for busi- 
ness commences, which was not the case when 
the fiscal year ended August 31, for then the 
labor of balancing the accounts and compiling 
general statistics had to be performed at the 
time when the cotton crop movement was in 
its most active stage. 

The Georgia Central has had a very prosper- 
ous career, and deservedly so. The road is 
well located, connects important traffic cen- 
tres, runs through and drains a wealthy sec- 
tion of country—the empire state of the south 
—is lightly capitalized, possesses a liberal and 
progressive, yet safe and conseryative man- 
agem@gnt, and performs its functions as a pub- 
lic carrier with due regard to all the interesis 
concerned. Primarily a line between Atlanta 
and Savannah, running through the central 
and best portions of Georgia, it has been ex- 
tended and déveloped till now it reaches or 
connects with all the principal points in the 
state, besides having several lines in South 
Carolina, and a very important system of roads 
in Alabama. Among the more prominent 
points directly reached by the system, as it 
now exists, may be mentioned Spartanburg 
(beginning on the northeast), Greenville, and 
Port Royal in South Carolina, Atlanta, Au- 
gusta, Savannah, Macon, Athens, Gainesville, 
Americus, Albany, and Columbus in Georgia, 
and Eufaula, Opelika, Selma, Montgomery 
and Birmingham, in Alabama. At Atlanta 
connection is made with the Western 
and Atlantic or State road for Chattanooga, 
where various systems diverge to 
the north, northeast and northwest—furnish- 
ing a very eligible route to Savannah and the 
ocean from points in Tennessee and Kentucky, 
and connections with such important cities . as 
Louisville and Cincinnati. Finally, the sys- 
tem owns a line of steamships running be- 
tween Savannah and northern ports like New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston. What an 
important and necessary adjunct this steam- 
ship line is may be judged from the fact that 
in the ten months ended June 30, 1888, its net 
earnings amounted to $457,614. 

In what is called the system proper there are 
now 1,219 miles of road,in addition to which 
the steamship lines are considered as the equiv- 
alent of 300 miles more, making 1,519 miles to- 
gether. The auxiliary system is stated to 
comprise 984 miles, but this does not 
allow for about 250 miles indirectly controlled, 
which would. raise the total to 1,234 miles. 
Then there are 2355 miles of new road 
under construction on the Savannah and West- 
ern, to which we shall presentlyallude. Alto- 
gether, therefore, the Central of Georgia sys- 
tem embraces about 3,000 miles of road, on 
which basis it is hardly inferior in size tomany 
of our leading western anti northwestern sys- 
tems of roads. One of the peculiarities and 
advantages of the Central Georgiais that, 
while the different partsof the system ad- 
mirably supplement each other, and many of 
them form very important tributaries, nearly 
all the separate roads are self-supporting— 
that is, aside from the traffic which they fur- 
nish the main stems, they are not a burden on 
the parent system. For instance, take the 
statement of the results on the auxiliary 
roads, as given in General Alexander’s re- 
port. Itis fould that in the case of only two 
of the roads—namely, the Western of Ala- 
bama and the Georgia Railroad company— 
have earnings fallen short of fixed charges, 
and in those cases the deficiency is hardly 
more than nominalin amount, and there is a 
special reason in both instances for it—the 
Western of Alabama having spent large 
amounts for new steel rails and charged the 
same to expenses, and the Georgia railroad 
having suifered from floods. All the other 
auxiliary roads have earned their fixed charges 
in full, if the bonds held by the Central of 
Georgia are disregarded, and this qualification 
is important only in one or two instances.: 

As showing the low-rate at which the Cen- 
tral of Georgia is pe pooner gt we may say that 
on the 1,519 miles of road properg the total of 
bonds and all guaranteed stocks stands at $26,- 
366,056, being only $17,357 per mile. But this 
does not allow for any deductions on account 
of the investments in the auxiliary roads, in 
the purchase of which the indebtedness was in 
part incurred. In last year’s. report $5,000,000 
was allowed for this, that being regarded as a 
very low cash valuation for these investments 
(including the bank connected with the com- 
pany). Takfng the same figure now, the total 
of debt and guaranteed stocks would be re- 
duced to about $14,000 per mile. The capital 
stock of the company is only 74 million dollars, 
or iess than $5,000 per mile, so that the total 
capitalization of stock and debt is about $19,- 
000 per mile. Atthe same time the system is 
well equipped and has excellentand ample ter- 
minal facilities for the transaction of all its 
business, 

The most important new work of the year, 
we consider, has been the extension of the Col- 
umbusand Western road to Birmingham, Ala., 
and the proposed building of the ‘‘cut off,’’ as 
itis called, between Eden, Ga., and Americus, 
Ga.,tthe whole system of roads to be united in 
one organization and called the Savannah and 
Western. The great development in the last 
few years of the mineral regions (coal and 
iron) in Alabama, and especially in and around 
Birmingham, is familiar to all our readers. 
This deyelopment has made nearly all the 
leading southern systems desirousof securing 
connection with that centre, and the Georgia 
Central management have been prompt to see 
the value of such a connection for their own 
road. The extension was opened the lst of 
July, and gives the systém a short and direct 
line between Columbus and Birmingham. 
With the building of the piece of road between 
Buena Vista and Columbus this direct line 
would be extended to Americus, and with the 
construction of the cut off between Americus 
and Eden, already referred to,—this latter 
being nothing more nor less than the building 
of 180 miles of road straight across Georgia 
from east to west—the Central will have a 
nearly direct route «ll the way from Birming- 
ham and the mineral centre of Alabama to the 
Atlantic coast at Savannah. 

The ultimate value of sach a Hne may be 
judged from the announcement which appeared 
in some of the papers last week that the first 
cargo of 2,100 tonsof pig iron, shipped from 
Savannah by the City of Birmingham (the new 
steamer just added to the Central Georgia 
fleet), had arrived at Philadelphia, the iron 
coming direct, soit was stated, from the Bir- 
mingham and Chattanooga furnaces. If shi 
ments like this can now bemade on favorable 
terms without the advantage to be derived 
from the new pieces of road under construc- 
tion, it is clear that when the route has been 
shortened by the building of these pieces the 
advantages in favor of such shipments will be 
still greater. But from points beyond Bir- 
mingham the road should also get much addi- 
tional traffic. The Kansas city Memphis 
and Birmingham, a new road forming 
almost an air line between LBirming- 
ham and Memphis, and controlled in the in- 
terest of the Kansas City, Fort Scott and 
Memphis, (tbe latter owning a system of roads 
from Memphis to Kansas City) is being 
worked, by means of traffic arrangements, in 
close harmony with the Central of Georgia. 
This permits of a free and mutual interchange 
of the products of the south and west. 

With reference to the results of operations 
for the ten months covered by the present re-

“Will you manufacture osnaburgs or duck 
to supply the demand?” 

“This eannot say. We have not been 
manufacturing it, and I do not. know whether 
or not it is the purpose of the company to go 
into its manufacture. BntIcan say nothing 
about it while Governor Bullock is absent. I 
don’t know what he has determined to do. I 
presume, however, he has given the subject 
due consideration. . 

“Now about the relative cost of jute bagging 
and cotton bagging?” 

“T do not know, not having looked into the 
matter.’

mills make an article which might readily be 
used for bagging cotton. Then, I know that 
the factory at West Point has been making an 
excellent quality of duck, which is the very 
thing. I presume this factory will arrange to 
supply the demand. I do not Know of any 
other southern mills which are now making a 
cloth which will answer for bagging purposes, 
but they may do so, of course, to meet the 
emergency.” ‘ 

There are only three firms that handle jute 
bagzingin Atlanta. These are Oglesby & 
Meador, Hightower & Hallman, and Langston 
& Woodson. <A representative of each of these 
firms was talked to yesterday afternoon. They 
are all of the same Opinion it seems, 

“Dy all means,” said one of the firm of 
Hightower & Hallman, ‘‘the best thing forthe 
farmer and the best thing for the merchant 
and the best thing for everybody is that the 
crops should be pat up in the jate bagging, and 
put up rightaway. Thereis no help for it 
this year.” 

“Doesn’t the fact that there will be no 
trouble about the insurance from here to Liv- 
erpool of cotton baled in cotton bagging have 
something to do with the case ?’’ 

“T can’t say that it does. The substitution 
is not, 1 think, a practicable one. You need 
something that will bear rough handling, and 
ospaburgs won’t do. In the second place, the 
supply of cotton bagging could not meet the 
full demand. And in the third place any gen- 
eral attem) t to substitute the cotton bagging 
would cause a delay in the marketing of the 
crop, and thatis the one thing that ought to 
be avoided.”’ 

“What about the cost of the cotton bag- 
ging 7”? 

“Say osnaburgs cost ten cents’ a yard, and 
they certainly can’t be furnished for less than 
that. Afarmer needs six yards, A yard 
weighs eight ounces, or the six yards weighs 
three pounds. He pays for each bale then six 
times ten, or sixty cents, and sellsit for three 
times nine, or thirty-three cents on the bale. 

“On the other hand, six yards of jute bag- 
ring at the present price, twelve-and-a-half 
cents, cost seventy-five cents, and weighs nine 
pounds. Thefarmersells it for nine times 
nine, or eighty-one cents, a clear gain of six 
cents. 

“On the osnaburgs thereisaloss of thirty- 
three cents, and on the jute a gain of six cents, 
or the difference between the two kinds of 
bagging is 839 cents on each bale. On top of 
all that cotton bagging can’t stand the wear 
and tear that jute can.” 

‘‘Do you anticipate any demand for the cot- 
ton bagging ?’’ 

“Well, there is no telling, but I really don’t 
expect it.’’ 

‘‘In case there is you will meet the de- 
mand?’ 

“That depends. Ifthereis any great de- 
mand of course we wiil layin asupply. But 
ve are haying no trouble about selling the jute 
‘bagging. We ship it every day, and in consid- 
erable quantitios.”’ 

A member of the firm of Oglesby & Meador 
Was next seen. ; 

‘jo you think,”* he was asked, *‘that cotton 
bagging can be substituted for the jute?” 

“No,” he answered, “I donot. The great idea 
isthat it is best for the merchants and best 
for the farmers themselves to bale their cotton 
for this year, at least, in the safe, old-fash- 
joned way, and then make what provisions 
they see fit for next yeer. It won’t do to hold 
back the cotton crop.” 

‘Is there any indication of a demand for 
the cotton bagging?” 

‘I don’t know that there is. Of course the 
farmers are indignant, and they ought to be, 
but there is no help for it this year.’’
